SALARY  ORDINANCE 
OUESnONB) 

Ostensibly  the  salary  ordin¬ 
ance  for  1966  introduced  by  the 
Borough  Council  at  last  meeting 
was  passed  on  first  reading.  Or 
was  it?  The  vote,  three  yes,  two 
no,  and  one  abstention,  gave  rise 
to  the  question  of  whether  or  not 
four  affirmative  votes  are 
needed,  as  is  required  for  pass¬ 
age  of  a  budget.  Boro  Attorney 
Lucien  Baron  will  check.  The 
ordinance  Itself  drew  only  one 
change. ..instead  of  a  $100  pay 
raise  for  most  boro  employees. 
Detective  Angelo  La  Placa  wUl 
get  $200  as  head  of  the  youth 
guidance  committee.  TaxCoUec- 
tor  Salvatore  Spinato  will  receive 
a  $1,000  raise.  Primarily 
because  of  this  last  item. 
Councilman  Goodwin  and  Pulzone 
voted  against  the  ordinance,  stat¬ 
ing  "It  was  felt  that  a  $1,000 
raise  for  Spinato  was  not  war¬ 
ranted  at  this  time.”  Council¬ 
man  Abe  Hampel  abstained  from 
voting  because  his  daughter  Is  a 
summer  playground  director. 


Public  hearing  and  final  passage 
of  the  ordinance  has  been  set  for 
June  7.. ..if  Attorney  Baron  finds 
that.  Indeed,  the  ordinance  was 
passed  at  first  reading.

At  one  time,  there  was  a  race 
track  In  East  Paterson.  Yes,  a 
race  track,  and  It  was  gigantic. 
It  extended  from  Bushes  Lane, 
where  there  still  stands  a 
reviewing  tower  (shown),  almost 
to  the  “summit”  of  Summit  Ave. 

The  North  Jersey  fairgrounds 
flourished  under  Mr.  Samuel 
Demarest,  a  former  Saddle 
River  freeholder,  from  the  1870’s 
until  1896.  To  present  a  clearer 
picture  of  why  there  was  a  race 
track  here,  let’s  go  back-back  to 
the  1890’s. 

Times  were  prosperous  for 
nearly  everyone.  Dundee  Lake, 
as  East  Paterson  was  called  at 
this  time,  was  a  resort  area  for 
New  Yorkers  and  also  farmland. 
This  resort  had  many  fine  fea¬ 
tures. 

There  were  "The  pure,  clear 
waters  of  the  Pass^c  River” 
(as  one  authority  of  the  Times 
put  It)  which  were  excellent  lor

swimming.  Then,  you  must  con¬ 
sider  that  the  people  who 
summered  here  could  also  o 
over  to  Paterson  11  they  missed 
the  city  life.  Up  near  Broadway 
was  an  excellent  golf  course. 
So  what  else  could  they  want? 
A  track. 

The  track  Itself  ran  north  along 
North  Street,  turning  down 
towards  the  south  at  Gall  Ave.,, 
turning  again  at  Linden  Avenue., 
Along  Linden  Avenue  stood  the 
grandstands,  which  could  hold 
(and  often  did)  2000  people. 

Now  the  track  continued  down 
to  Grant  Street,  where  it  swung 
north  again  towards  NorthStreet. 

However,  as  time  went  on. 
State  Inve^igators  found  some¬ 
thing  amiss.  Jockeys  were  taking 
bribes  and  owners  were  drugging 
horses.  It  was  too  much  bad 
publicity,  so  Sam  Demarest 
closed  his  track  to  the  public  in 
1896.

FOCUS  ON  FACT

RED  BALL  B  DOWN... .and  we 
are  skating  on  thin  Ice!  County 
officials  and  the  Mayor  of  Hack¬ 
ensack  are  talking  city-county 
merging,  and  one  of  our  borough’s 
respected  citizens  seems  to  have 
been  listening  to  the  Lorelei- 
charter  revision  chatter  which 
carries  the  worn-thin  slogan, 
“economy  and  efficiency.” 

As  the  advertisements  warn: 
be  suspicious!  The  outside  may 
sport  a  brand-new  shiny  paint 
job,  but  lift  up  the  hood  and 
you  wiU  find  a  very  ancient 
motor  and  gas  line.  Under  the 
hood  lies  the  maze  of  contrap¬ 
tions  Invented  back  In  the  dawn 
of  civilization.  This  machine  (and 
that’s  what  it  is)  has  been  used 
by  every  power-hungry  ruler 
since  recorded  history.  The 
model  of  the  vehicle  Is  called 
PEOPLE  CONTROL. 

Centuries  ago  when  times 
were  hard,  a  system  was 
developed  to  Insure  the  people 
food  and  security.  It  was  caUed 
feudalism.  EconomlcaUy,  it 
worked  tine.  But  there  was 
a  catch.  The  people  were  bound 
to  the  land  and  to  their  masters 
who  supplied  the  security.  The 
masters  were  the  planners  of 
their  destinies.  No  doubt,  the 
people  were  told  that  the  kinds, 
lords  and  nobles,  being  far 
more  experienced  and  more 
educated,  were  better  able  to  plan 
the  economic  weU-belng  of  the 
land  as  a  whole. 

Today,  we  have  other  kinds, 
lords  and  nobles  who  form 
organizations  which  are  financed 
by  the  tax-exempt  foundations. 
These  experts,  having  university 
degrees  and  the  right  connec¬ 
tions,  feel  that  they  are  better 
equipped  than  we  peasants  to  plan 
our  lives. 

A  recent  news  Item  reveals  that 
there  has  been  quietly  formed 
“The  County  Seat  PlannlngCom- 
mlssion”  which  will  study  joint 
Clky-county  masterplanning.  The 


first  phase  wlU  involve  the  County 
and  the  city  of  Hackensack.  It 
wUl  be  financed  by  the  “federal 
master  -  plan  program”  (your 
taxes).  It  will  include  a“formula 
for  growth”  for  the  city  and 
county  governments.  Pushing  all 
the  baUyhoo  aside,  this  Is  the 
foot-ln-the-door  for  the  Mtaml- 
Dade  County  form  of  “Metro” 
government,  under  which  both 
county  and  city  governments  are 
buUdozed  out  of  existence  and 
a  new  form  of  government  foisted 
upon  us  under  which  we  shall 
have  no  representation  and  no 
control. 

Charter  revision  is  one  of  the 
pets  of  the  National  Municipal 
League,  the  parent  of  the  Metro 
empire  in  Chicago.  Most  city 
managers  are  trained  by  the 
Metro  outfit.  They  command 
salaries  ten  times  that  of  our 
elected  officials.  As  career  men, 
they  are  Interested  In  Increasing 
services  and  municipal  budgets 
so  that  such  experience  will 
enable  them  to  move  up  to  big 
cities  at  higher  salaries. 

Meantime,  Bergen  State  Sena¬ 
tors  are  pushing  bills  to  forbid 
the  people  the  right  to  vote  on 
school  budgets  and  to  put  our 
school  boards  under  a  national 
Interstate  education  compact. 

Are  we  free  men  or  serfs? 
The. decision  Is  ours!

Some  people  mistakenly  teach 
us  that  man  is  an  animal.  The 
Word  ot  the  Lord  teaches  us 
that  man  “is  LIKE  the  animals 
that  perish”.

Nor  can  we 
take  it  with  us.  Yet  man  through 
wealth  gains  honor  and  some¬ 
times  gets  so  blinded  by  his  own 
honor  that  he  lives  ‘‘like  the 
animals  that  perish”.  Man  gains 
honor  as  he  gains  more  and 
more  of  this  world’s  goods;  and 
the  more  he  gets  the  more  honor 
we  accord  him.  And  the  more 
honor  he  is  accorded,  the  more 
he  tends  to  Uve;  NOT  like  a  man 
who  because  of  the  Resurrection 
of  Christ,  will  Uve,  but  ‘‘like 
the  animals  that  perish”!  We,  as 
Christians,  in  an  affluent  society , 
must  also  be  wary  of  such  wealth 
gained  honor  tor  Jesus  said, 
‘‘What  proflteth  it  a  man  if  he 
gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his 
own  soul”. 

Trust  in  God  and  Uve  Uke 
men.  Trust  not  in  honor;  riches 
and  glory;  as  fools  do,  and  so  Uve 
‘‘Uke  the  animals  that  perish”.

PENTECOST  SUNDAY  -  May  29: 
As  we  approach  the  Feast  of 
Pentecost  let  us  consider  the 
experience  of  the  apostles  that 
day  and  its  significance  for  us 
today. 

The  leader  of  the  apostles, 
Jesus  Christ  had  been  crucified, 
then  rose  from  the  dead  and 
appeared  to  the  apostles.  Now 
they  knew  for  sure  that  He  Is  the 
Messiah  and  that  they  must 
preach  his  doctrine.  StUl  they 
were  not  quite  ready;  they  were 
confused  and  fearful,  consoled 
only  by  the  promise  that  “the 
Advocate,  the  Holy  Spirit,  whom 
the  Father  wlU  send  In  my  name, 
he  will  teach  you  ever^hlng  I 
have  said  to  you.”  So,  when  the 
apostles  were  gathered  on  Pente¬ 
cost  they  heard  a  sound  like  a 
whistling  wind  and  saw  spUt 
tongues  as  of  fire  resting  on 
each  of  them  and  they  were  aU 
flUed  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Now  they  had  a  clearer  under¬ 
standing  of  Jesus’  teaching  and 
the  courage  to  preach  Christ 
and  to  die  for  Him,  which  they 
did  with  the  exception  of  St. 
John. 

The  Apostles  preached  the 
love  and  peace  of  Christ  and 
changed  the  world.  Surely  the 
love  and  peace  of  Christ  needs 
to  be  preached  today  In  our 
world  -  in  Vietnam,  In  Alabama, 
in  East  Paterson. 

Who  is  going  to  preach  It? 
Christ’s  apostles.  Who  are 
Christ’s  apostles  today?  We  are. 
We  are  Christ’s  apostles  and  we 
have  the  mission  to  preach  the 
message  of  Christ  to  all  men. 
Like  the  apostles,  we  have 
received  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  re¬ 
ceived  Him  on  our  Pentecost,  the 
day  of  our  Confirmation.

Why  have  the  New  York  Mets  suddenly  climbed  out  of  the  cellar 
and  started  playing  close  to  .500  ball? This  question  can  be  answered 
in  three  parts:  better  hitting,  young  starting  pitchers  and  better 
managing. 

The  hitting  Is  being  suppUed  prlmarUy  by  Ken  Boyer  and  Cleon 
Jones.  The  Mets  received  Boyer  In  a  winter  deal  with  the  Cardinals 
at  a  time  when  many  baseball  experts  believed  that  Boyer's  bad 
back  would  hinder  his  performance.  This  theory  has  obviously  been 
disproved  by  Boyer’s  play  this  season.  Cleon  Jones  is  the  player 
which  I  feel  could  be  the  Mets  first  great  superstar.  He  can  hit  the 
long  ball  and  his  excellent  :^>eed  helps  him  beat  out  a  lot  of  slow 
grounders. 

The  vastly  improved  pitching  staff  is  probably  the  foremost  rea¬ 
son  why  the  Mets  have  been  so  successful.  Before  spring  training 
the  entire  starting  rotation  was  up  for  grabs  but  it  now  appears  as 
though  It  has  been  filled  by  some  very  worthy  young  pitchers.  The 
brightest  of  these  prospects  are  righthander  Jack  HamUton  and 
southpaw  Rob  Gardner.  Both  are  young  and  have  a  good  combination 
of  pitches.  The  buUpen  Is  led  by  22-year  old  Dick  Selma.  He  Is  the 
fastest  pitcher  on  the  team  and  could  develop  Into  one  of  the  National 
Leagues  top  reliefers.  This  staff  will  be  around  lor  many  years  to 
come  as  the  oldest  pitcher  on  the  club  Is  Dave  EUers  who  is  only  29. 

One  of  the  most  overlooked  causes  of  the  Mets  success  Is  their 
manager  Wes  Westrum.  It  appears  as  though  Westrum  wUl  be  th« 
first  Met  manager  to  get  them  out  of  last  place  and  this  Is  only  his 
first  full  year  as  manager.  He  has  booster  the  morale  of  the  club  to 
a  point  where  they  have  a  really  great  desire  to  win.  If  the  Mets  can 
keep  up  their  present  pace,  It  wUl  be  a  safe  bet  that  Westrum  will  be 
offered  a  very  long  term  contract  at  the  end  of  the  season.

MILLIONAIRES

JOHN  DIEBOLD 

Advice  Seller  -  John  Diebold, 
39,  a  self -professed  “manage¬ 
ment  philosopher,”  has  made  the 
most  of  blending  technology  with 
management  consulting.  From 
his  office  above  Manhattan’s  Park 
Avenue,  he  tells  companies  and 
even  governments  how  they  can 
use  advanced  technology,  notably 
computers,  to  be  more  efficient. 
The  Diebold  Group  of  Companies 
spans  13  offices  from  San  Fran- 
sisco  to  Milan.  He  is  by  no 
means  the  biggest  U.S.  manage¬ 
ment  consultant  or  the  first  to 
concentrate  on  data  processing, 
but  his  blend  of  vision  and 
personal  lush  has  made  him  the 
best-known  and  most  debated 
personality  in  a  generally  anony¬ 
mous  Held.  All  this  began  with 
graduate-school  thesis  at  Har¬ 
vard  Business  School  in  the  early 
1950’s.  He  used  It  as  the  basis 
for  a  book,  AUTOMATION,  which 
helped  pc^ularize  both  the  word 
and  the  author.  Recently  he  made 
a  deal  with  the  French  Roth¬ 
schild  bankers  to  set  up  a 
company  that  will  offer  computer 
services  to  French  firms.  He  is 
also  conducting  a  course  for 
executives  of  90  major  U.S.  and 
European  companies  In  the  long- 
range  impact  of  information 
technology  on  business  (his  total 
fee:  $1,000,000).  Other  men  find 
their  fortunes  tn  many  other 
fields,  some  of  them  surpris¬ 
ing,  reports  TIME.  As  a  land 
passionately  devoted  to  free 
enterprise,  the  U^.  has  always 
been  the  best  place  for  a  man 
to  make  his  million.  Throughout 
its  history-from  the  days  of  the 
earliest  Virginia  planters  to  the 
postwar  bloom  of  electronics 
millionaires  -  the  drive  for 
fortune  has  been  a  shaping  influ¬ 
ence  and  a  productive  force. 
The  fabled  19th  century  million¬ 
aires  -  John  D.  Rockefeller, 
Edward  H,  Harrlman  and  Andrew 
Carnegie  -  all  began  poor. 
Despite  their  often  controversial 
actions,  they,  like  most  American 
mUlionaires,  basically  enriched 
themselves  by  enriching  a  grow¬ 
ing  nation. 

MERLYN  MICKELSON 

Memory  Man  -  Merlyn  Francis 
Mickelson,  38,  of  Minneapolis, 
has  exploited  a  high  degree  of 
ability  in  a  specialized  technical 
field.  He  is  president  and  75% 
owner  of  Fabri-Tek,  Inc.,  the 
nation’s  largest  manufacturer 
of  memory  core  arrays  for 
computers.  His  stock  holdings 
tn  the  firm  are  worth  $47  mU- 
llon.  Born  on  a  Minnesota  farm, 
he  joined  ther  merchant  marine 
In  1943  and  was  sent  Into  radio 
:rainlng.  In  1953  he  joined 
Remington  Rand  and  was  put  to 
work  designing  and  constructing 
core  memories  for  Unlvac. 
Argonne  National  Laboratories 
invited  him  to  1955  to  build 
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experimental  computer  parts, 
offered  to  supply  the  raw  mater¬ 
ials.  He  set  up  Fabri-Tek  in  his 
basement,  working  nights  and 
weekends  while  he  held  his  job 
at  Remington  Rand.  His  total 
investment  in  the  new  company 
was  for  “some  wire,  solder, 
tweezers  and  a  little  pair  of 
nippers  -  altogether  $7.21.” 
As  his  Argonne  contracts  multi¬ 
plied,  Mickelson  taught  friends 
and  neighborhood  housewives  how 
to  make  the  tiny  (one-twelfth  inch 
wide)  cores,  and  private  compan¬ 
ies  began  buying  them.  Then  he 
financed  expansion  by  selling 
stock  to  the  public.  Today  he 
owns  four  plants,  employs  2,200 
people  and  turns  out  sophisticated 
memory  systems  that  seU  lor 
$35,000  to  $180,000  each. 

HAROLD  SMITH  PRINCE 

Businessman  -  Showman 
Harold  Smith  Prince,  37,  has 
struck  his  bonanza  In  one  of  the 
toughest,  least  tractable  busines¬ 
ses:  the  Broadway  theater.  He 
has  produced  or  co-produced  ten 
hit  musicals  -  including  Damn 
Yankees,  West  Side  Story, 
Florello!  and  Fiddler  on  the  Roof- 
that  have  brought  him  a  personal 
worth  of  just  over  $1,000,000. 
He  has  precisely  the  right  balance 
of  creativity,  charm  and  sales¬ 
manship  that  makes  a  successful 
producer.  Son  of  a  stockbroker. 
Prince  entered  the  theater  at  20 
as  an  odd-job  boy  for  director 
George  Abbott.  When  he  was  25, 
he  and  another  Abbott  aide  bought 
an  option  on  a  book  caUed 7-1/2? 
hired  writers  and  composers, 
then  went  out  to  raise  cash  in 
backers’,  auditions  staged  In 
friends’  living  rooms.  While  four 
chorus  girls  warbled  songs. 
Prince  recited  the  story  line 
and  passed  around  a  bottle  of 
Scotch,  a  bag  of  potato  chips  and  ■ 
a  ballpoint  pen  for  prospective 
angels.  From  164  investors  he 
raised  $250,000  for  the  show — 
The  Pajama  Girl.  It  is  stUl 
playing  on  the  road,  so  far  has 
earned  $1,850,000.  Prince  has 
never  since  had  to  worry  about 
backers.  When  casting  his  shows, 
he  scouts  for  little-know  talent 
because  “stars  tend  to  take  the 
cream  off  the  top  of  theproHts.” 
Broadway  musicals  commonly 
cost  $500,000  to  produce,  but  none 
of  Prince’s  shows  has  topped 
$400,000. 

ARTHUR  CARLSBERG 

Land  -  Speculator:  Arthur 
Carlsberg,  32,  of  Los  Angeles, 
has  earned  five  million  dollars  in 
the  business  in  which  fortunes 
have  traditionally  made  fastest: 
real  estate.  He  is  chairman  of 
Rammco  Investment  Corp,,  a 
Southern  California  land-invest¬ 
ment  firm  that  has  shown  a  canny 
ability  to  pick  land  that  later 
boom  into  building  sites.  Exuber¬ 
ant  demand  for  choice  land,  which 
has  helped  send  the  price  of  hous¬ 
ing  sites  in  the  U,S.  up  15% 
annually  during  the  1960’s 
enables  a  land  speculator  to 
multiply  his  money  in  a  hurry. 
At  the  University  of  Southern 
California  (’53),  Carlsberg  began 
renovating  old  houses  and  invest¬ 
ing  his  savings  in  land.  He  was 
astounded  to  discover  that  few 
experts  thoroughly  researched 
the  factors  the  factors  that  made 
land  values  soar.  He  began  com¬ 
piling  a  store  of  14  statistics 
about  undeveloped  areas,  includ¬ 
ing  such  basics  as  the  value  of 
industrial  payrolls  and  proximity 
to  railroads,  airports,  highways  • 
and  utUlties.  By  applying  his 
analytical  techniques,  Carlsberg 
collected  his  first  million  before 
reaching  30. 
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
